Fight for the u pper deck 

The Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters Society recently floated 
an idea with roots in a 1990s 
proposal of creating bike paths 
along the upper deck of the High 
Level Bridge, in response to the 
new suicide barriers that have 
made cycling paths on the lower 
deck narrower. But they're not 
the only one eyeing the space. 

The provinciid government 
holds a right of way for the up¬ 


per deck, which it could use for 
a high-speed rail line running 
between Calgary and Edmonton. 

Hob Ci.Llard, the city's director 
of facility and capital planning, 
said the province can claim it, 
but the deal is under review. 

# We have granted them the 
ability to, with 24 months no¬ 
tice, they can exercise their right 
to the bridge and use the upper 
deck fiir whatever purpose they 
want," be said. 

But the city also wants the 
upper deck —as it’s under con¬ 
sideration for use for the upper 
deck for the "Downtown circu¬ 


lator.” a proposed LKl line that 
would run through the down- 
towm and Old Strathcona. 

Cibbard said the city could 
look at other options for the 
line, but the High Level offers 
many benefits. 

Bike congestion 

Chris Chin, executive director of 
the Edmonton Bicycle Commut¬ 
ers Society, said the high-speed 
rail notion isn't practical in the 
long term. Instead, he said, it 
makes sense to use the upper 
deck for a park with trails. 

“That is going to be hand and 


expensive and you are not going 
to have a train moving fast all 
the way through Edmonton,’ 1 
he said. 

Chan said any new r path 
would be years away. Jn the 
short term, b is group hopes the 
city does something to prevent 
cyclists from colliding with the 
new posts for the suicide barrier. 

"We have had a lot of reports 
of in juries and collisions, includ¬ 
ing some fairly serious ones with 
these new railings," he said. 

Chan said the Society is pro¬ 
posing bumper pieces over the 
posts that would at least stop 


people from hitting them head 
on. 

The bridge sees up to 3,Q0Q 
cyclists crossing per day. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said he 
received concerns about con¬ 
gestion on the High Level even 
before the barriers went up. 

“There is no question the 
suicide barriers have made it 
worse and that's annoying be¬ 
cause [ think it was an avoidable 
problem." 

Henderson said the city 
should have done more to talk 
to cyclists and the problem could 
1 lively have been caught early on. 


Future work 

The bridge was built starting 
in 1910. meaning it's due for 
a major overhaul in about 10 
years. (Hibbard said trying to al¬ 
locate all the space on the city's 
only bridge that runs from top 
of one river bank to the other 
is a challenge. 

“There are a lot of pedestrian 
crossings, with the trolley line 
on top and may be a fimire High 
Speed Rail, and maybe a future 
LKT alt trying to use it,” he said. 

He said when the city will 
look at all those things and solve 
as many Issues as they can. 
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Bishop 'relieved’ after gay 
marriage vote reversed

Clergy vote's 
narrow defeat 
of change 
overturned

An Edmonton bishop who stood 
against her church's "no 1 * vote 
on authorizing gay marriage 
was relieved to see the result 
dramatically overturned this 
week, 

“To be totally honest, Tm 
exhausted,” Bishop Jane Alex¬ 
ander said Thursday. 

All three houses of the 
church across Canada had to 
vote at two-thirds in favour 
of the resolution to authorize 
samesex marriage in order for 
it to pass Monday. 

Bishops voted 68.42 per cent 
in favour and lay people 72.22 
pe r cent, but the clergy’s vote 
came in at 66.23, fading just 
short, 

After the initial result, Alex¬ 
ander took to Facebook to say 
she felt “sick at heart" and 
wanted her church to be broad 
and inclusive. 

The next day, an error was 
discovered that reversed the 
result, 

Alexander applauded the 
Synod (a governing body of 
the church), saying she believes 
all people are made in God's 
inuige and does not view being 
gay, transgender or two-spirited 
as a choice. 

“1 think when people have 
good conversations and can 
talk about relationships, rather 
than just sexuality or sexual 
acts, that we manage to find 


space for each other and we 
come to a better understand¬ 
ing," she said. 

Two members of her church 
in particular stood out during 
the debate. One was a gender- 
neutral person who said they 
see the church as their family, 
and the other was a gay person 
who said their own hither only 
looks at them in disgust. 

“"That absolutely broke my 
heart." Alexander said. “T he 
church has to say, ‘No, you are a 


beloved child of God Etnd that's 
how it is/ ” 

Alexander believes it is im¬ 
portant to continue discussions 
with members who have oppos¬ 
ing views, admitting the church 
is * continually stretched." 


The Anglican canon does 
not specifically prohibit gay 
marriage, and the Edmonton 
diocese voted several years ago 
to allow blessing of the mar¬ 
riages — though actually con¬ 
ducting them in the church is 


an ongoing discussion. 

“At times in our history 
we've gotten things spectacu¬ 
larly right and spectacularly 
wrong," Alexander said. 

“The immensity of what we 
know about the world and the 
universe keeps on growing. For 
most of us, our understand¬ 
ing of God is that all the new 
things we know still fit with 
our understanding of who God 
is. We have to keep growing 
with it" 


NEGLECT 

Delinquent 
parents 
make bail 

Bail has been granted to a for¬ 
mer Alberta couple convicted 
of failing to get proper medical 
treatment for their son who 
died of meningitis. 

A jury in Lethbridge. Alta, 
found David and Collet Stephan 
guilty in April of failing to pro¬ 
vide the necessaries of life to 
19-mo nth-old Ezekiel. The 
parents treated the boy with 
hot pepper, garlic, onions and 
horseradish instead of taking 
him to a doctor, and only called 
an ambulance after he stopped 
breathing in 2012. 

Both parties agreed to sev¬ 
eral bail conditions, includ¬ 
ing that the parents take their 
three children to a doctor with¬ 
in two weeks and follow all 
medical advice. 

If their children are injured 
or sho w any signs of illness, the 
parents are also to take them 
immediately to a licensed doc¬ 
tor or health nurse.

Police said earlier Thursday 
that Downey had an extensive 
criminal history, including 
violence. 

“There's still a ton of work 
to do,” Coleman said, refer¬ 
ring to the continued search 
of the area where Taliyah's 
body was found, along with 
the Panorama crime scene. 

Calgary police Chief Roger 
Chaffin told reporters at a 
late-night press conference 
that he's proud of the com¬ 
munity for pulling together 
and of the officers who dedi¬ 
cated their time. 

Downey is expected to ap¬ 
pear in court again on July 20.

Feds announce $24M 
in Elk Island upgrades

The federal government an¬ 
nounced 524 lnillion in funds 
Wednesday for infrastructure 
at Eife Island National I J ark east 
of Edmonton. 

It' s the biggest influx of cash 
in years, according to Norman 
Stolle, resource conservation 
manager for the northern prai¬ 
ries field unit, which includes 
blk Island. 

“It allows us to work that has 


been sitting there probably for 
decades,” he said, “A lot of the 
facilities here were developed 
in the 1970s. so they're worn 
and tired, it’ll bring things up 
to what the Canadian public 
expects." 

Almost half of the money 
is earmarked for upgrades to 
access roads within the park. 
Facilities for visitors mil also 
be refurbished, like the visitor 
areas at Astotin Lake and the 
visitor centre at the park gates. 

General infrastructure, like 
the boundaiy fence and waste- 
water facilities will also be up¬ 


graded. Work has already start¬ 
ed on some projects, and will 
continue for five years. 

Initially created as a wildlife 
sanctuary for elk in 1906, Elk 
Island is now a national park 
that is home to herds of both 
plains and wood bison that have 
helped with bison conservation 
efforts around the tvorld. 

While none of the new work 
will directly impact the bison 
herds, Stolle said all of the work 
is being done with an eye to 
sustainability and reducing 
human-wildlife interactions, 
which will be positive for the 


ecology of the park. 

Stolle said visits to the park 
have lisen “dramatically*' in re¬ 
cent years, with about 317.000 
people coming through the 
gates in 2015 to camp, picnic 
and boat. That's a 30 per cent 
increase over the previous year. 

He said the park, located 
about 50 kilometres east of Ed¬ 
monton, is increasingly popular 
with newcomers and urbanites, 
and often functions as a starter 
park where people can try out 
camping or hiking. 

“We look at it as learn-to 
park — you can learn to camp, 
you can learn to hike, you can 
leam to be in the environment, 
and not feel like you’re too far 
away," Stolle said.

Boutdering is climbing into 
downtown Edmonton 

A new bouldering gym at 107 
Street and 105 Avenue is being 
opened by Rock Jungle Fitness, a 
local company that already hits a 
west end location and a CrossFit 
gym on Jasper Ave. 

Targeting hard-core climb¬ 
ers and newbies alike, the new 
10,000 square foot location fea¬ 
tures a custom built-in-Europe 


wall designed for the rope-less 
style of climbing known as boul- 
dering. 

As the name implies, boulder- 
ing is modelled after scrambling 
over big rocks outside, so it's less 
about climbing up high. 

“The way it differs from what 
people think of rock climbing is 
the wall is a lot shorter and it's 
less about having the strength to 
get to the top. and more about 


using your mind to solve the 
problem that’s on the wall,"' 
said manager Ty Parsons. 

Indoor rock climbing has 
been on the rise for about a 
decade, Parsons said, both as 
way to train for outdoor climb¬ 
ing and its a fun way to stay in 
shape. 

He added that while Edmon¬ 
ton has several full climbing 
gyms, this is the fust bouldering- 


spedfic facility in the city centre. 

“it's definitely more accessible 
to people, most people start off 
with bouldering. 

“All you need iis climbing 
shoes, you don't need a lot of 
the gear." 

The new bouldering gym 
opens Friday, and will have both 
memberships and drop-in prices.

Cloutier said that without 
an hdmonton taxi licence, his 
cars are currently restricted 
from picking up customers in 
the city. He added sometimes 
his fleet isn’t big enough for 
ma jor events but he can’t just 
increase it. 

“Buying 15 car's that might 
not be in operation the next 
week because the demand is 
changing is a little bit diffi¬ 
cult” be said. 

He said Aaron Taxi is cur¬ 
rently operating nine vehicles, 
most nf which w r il! become 
TappCar vehicles, but others 
will be phased out. 

The business has been in 
place for 20 years, with Clouti¬ 
er running it for the last three. 
He will now take a position 
as TappCar's chief operating 
officer. 

He said he was impressed 
that TappCar entered as a ride- 
share company but didn’t at¬ 
tempt to flout the laws. 

“TappCar has been follow¬ 
ing every rule that there is, H 
he said. “That's the same way 
I was operating my business."

As 13 religious man who has oc¬ 
casionally watched, pom, Kyler 
Rasmussen wanted to learn more 
about how going to church may 
have affected his upbringing. 

Last week. University of Cal- 
gfiry researchers outlined a study 
that suggests you ng people who 
attend religious sendees are less 
likely to view pom. 

Rasmussen, lead author of the 
study, said the increase in pom 
consumption as adolescents age 
isn't as drastic among young 
people who attend religious ser¬ 
vices. 

He said the reason is hugely 
due to specific morals that can be 
developed by community mem¬ 
bers who go to church 

"just sitting in a pew and listen¬ 
ing to a pastor speak is probably 
not the most important aspect of 
it* he said. 


Study 

“What's probably more import¬ 
ant is that you're internalizing 
what you're hearing, that you 
are able to take that into your 
life and care about it." 

The study, conducted with data 
collected between 2003 and 200® 
that surveyed young people aged 
13 to 24. found that porn con¬ 
sumption spikes with age, espe¬ 
cially among men. 

The data obtained for the study 
was obtained from the Nation¬ 
al Study of Youth and Religion, 
which was spearheaded by re¬ 
searchers in the United States. 

Alex Bieiman. co-author of the 
study, said pom has a number 
of unhealthy images that could 
hamper the development of a 
healthy sexuality. “I think the 
issue is that there’s often a large 
history of misogyny in pom." he 
said.

The Alberti government has been 
reviewing the province's hospitals 
in hopes of determining where 
savings can be jrutde as health 
spending grows during the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

On Thursday, Ministry of 
Health spokeswoman Laura Ebr- 
kanip said the government has 
been working with .Alberta Health 
Sen,aces |AH£} to determine oper¬ 
ational best practices, which in¬ 
clude staffing (scheduling, shift 
rotations and overtime manage¬ 
ment). readmission rates, infec¬ 
tion rates, procurement process¬ 
es, supply costs and drug costs. 

Ehrkamp said the province's 
greatest health care costs are 
hospital services, drug costs and 
physicians, 

She said the review is being 
conducted by what the ministry 
calls comparators, where similar 
provincial hospitals are grouped 
with similar-sized health care 
centres in Ontario. 

'Ibe hospital groups are then 
compared based on operational 
best practices criteria. 

"Where Alberta facilities com¬ 
pare favourably, there will be no

changes." Ehrkamp said. 

" Where we can do better, we 
will make changes to improve 
care and reduce costs* 

She stressed any changes won't 
result in job losses. 

“Any staff changes will take 
place through attrition or re¬ 
deployment," Ehrkamp said.. 

" Operational best practice is an 
important initiative to improve 
care, reduce costs and ensure a 
sustainable public health care sys¬ 
tem that Albertans can rely on.” 

Sandra Azocar, executive dir¬ 
ector with friends of Medicare, 
said the organization welcomes 
the government's move to review 


hospitals, 

“J think, through the advocacy 
that we do. that front-line is not 
where vou can find efficiencies," 
Azocar said. “I’m hoping by look¬ 
ing into other areas, where we 
can rind appropriate efficiencies, 
that the outcome would be that 
we have services available to all 
the people in the province.* 

AHS spokesnum Bruce Conway 
baud the comparators timeline 
will be ongoing. 

“This is part of our normal 
practice now," Conway said. "We 
began with our larger hospitals 
and this work is now underway 
in our corporate services port¬ 


folios as well as clinical support 
services." 

Lonwav said the initiative 
had an initial one-time cost of 
$131 .GOO to hire a consultant to 
kick start the work. However, 
AHS has since done the rest of 
the work in house, he added. 

.■\lthough there have been costs 
associated with the initiative, Ehr- 
karnp said the province expects 
greater savings to be had. 

“We have already achieved 
success in this area as our cur¬ 
rent budget has a health care 
increase of three per cent, with 
even slower growth forecast for 
the following years," she said.

Tailings ponds face new regulations 


The Alberta Energy Regula¬ 
tor has introduced new rules 
that it says will ultimately 
remove unsightly and toxic 
tailings ponds from the oil- 
sands mining region of north¬ 
eastern Alberta. 

CEO Jim Ellis says com¬ 
panies with tailings ponds 
will face new reporting and 
progressive reclamation re¬ 
quirements, with all ponds to 
be removed within 10 years 
of the end of a mine's life. 


The AER's new direc¬ 
tive replaces tailings ponds 
regulations, put in place in 
2009. that industry claimed 
it couldn't comply with. AER 
spokeswoman Trade Moore 
says the earlier directive was 
suspended in March of 2015 
and has now been rescinded. 

Alberta Energy estimat¬ 
ed oilsands mining projects 
had created about 220 square 
kilometres of tailings ponds 
by the end of 2013. The ponds 


are used to store water need¬ 
ed to separate heavy bitumen 
crude from sand and other 
impurities and contain water, 
silt, leftover bitumen and sol¬ 
vents. They have long been 
one of the industry's toughest 
environmental challenges. 

Under the new rules, oper¬ 
ators are required to submit 
fluid tailings management 
applications to the AER by 
Nov. 1. The applications are 
to be reviewed over the win¬ 


ter and a second version of 
the directive, with updated 
surveillance and compliance 
processes, is to be finalized 
by next spring. 

Ellis says the new direc¬ 
tive is based on consultation 
with a committee made up 
of oilsands operators. First 
Nations. Metis communities, 
oilsands region municipal 
officials and environmental 
organizations.

The 102 Avenue bridge over 
Groat Road w r as delayed by al¬ 
most a year after several gird¬ 
ers bent during installation 
last spring, forcing the con¬ 
tractor to remove them and 
re-install them.

Site to help dementia care

More than half of adults with 
Alzheimer's or dementia will 
wander away front home at 
some point. 

hut while GPS devices to 
keep track of people could 
be the next big thing, there 
remains a huge knowledge 
gap about which device to buy 
and why. 

That's why Lili Liu, chair¬ 
woman of occupational ther¬ 
apy at the University of Al¬ 
berta, is in the process nf 
creating a website that will 
function like the Yelp of loca¬ 
tor devices. 

It’s also why she’s just got¬ 
ten a S20.0QQ grant front AGE- 
WELL to bring it to the public. 

" There are all kinds of infor¬ 
mation that the consumer may 
not ask about,* Liu said, such 


as range, price, battery life and 
customer service provided. 

'’We're hoping to capture 
all of the basic relevant infor¬ 
mation people need but don’t 
know to ask.* she said. 


Liu said GTS locators have 
tremendous potential to help 
not only dementia patients 
who wander away, but people 
with mental health issues, or 
children with autism. 


The devices, which start at 
about S275 and usually have 
some kind of monthly fee, 
allow people to move around 
without a caregiver hovering 
over them constantly. 


Liu spoke of a man who par¬ 
ticipated in one of her studies 
who got a GPS device and upon 
moving into a nursing home, 
staff continued to monitor him 
that way, meaning he was able 
to walk around and participate 
in activities as long as he didn't 
go too far. 

“If it wasn’t for the device 
he'd have been on a floor that 
was completely locked," she 
said. 

But buying the best device 
isn't easy, Liu said, noting that 
dementia organizations field 
a lot of questions about the 
subject. 

There aren't many compan¬ 
ies in Canada right now, she 
said, meaning people often 
go online, where they're not 
able to tell which devices func- 
tion in Canada, or function 
well at all. 

The technology is also 
changing quickly. Liu said a 
flood of new products will 
enter the market in coming 
years, making it even tougher. 

The website will launch in 
December. 

In 2010, almost 1,365 Can¬ 
adians with dementia were 
reported missing, by 2014 this 
had increased to 1.52S.

Tax has El.C. craft 
brewers sudsing 

British Columbia's craft 
brewers say the Alberta 
governments changes 
to beer mark-ups are a 
"shocking" disappointment. 

Last foil the government 
lowered beer mark-ups for 
small brewers from British 
Columbia, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba to between 
$0.10 and $0.55 per litre. 

I hat drew a response 
from craft brewers from 
other parts of the country, 
who called the changes un¬ 
fair One brewer even took 
legal action. 

This week, Alberta an¬ 
nounced a new system that 
would come into place next 
week and charge a uniform 
$1,25 per litre to brewers 
regardless of their size or 
where the beer is coming 
from. 

The government has 
promised instead a grant 
program for Alberta brew¬ 
ers. 

Ken Beattie, execu¬ 
tive director of the British 
Columbia Craft Brewers 
Guild, said the changes are 
disappointing and will hurt 
people in the industry.

Expand treatment 
for depression: Study

Here’s a depressing statistic one 
in every 20 Canadians has the 
symptoms of major depression. 

But even worse, fewer than 
half of them actually get even 
the most minima] treatment 
for the condition, according to 
a new study in the Canadian 
Journal of Psychiatry. 

Its author Joseph Puyat, a 
researcher at the Centre for 
Health Evaluation and Out¬ 
come Sciences, examined data 
from Statistics Canada as well 
as B.C.'s medical hilling records 
and found a huge gap between 
people's mental health and get¬ 
ting the help they need. 

“People have suspected that 
we could do so much more to 
provide support and service h H 
said the doctoral candidate at 
the University of British, Col¬ 
umbia's school of population 
and public health. “But 1 didn't 
realize the magnitude or extent 
of the gap. 


“We found that about 47 per 
cent of people diagnosable with 
depression are not getting ad¬ 
equate treatment." 

When it tomes tn mental 
health, Canada's public system 
Medicare only covers psych¬ 
iatrists and physicians — not 
psychologists, psychotherapists 
or counsellors. 

Puyat said many front-line 
doctors either lack the time or 
aren't trained to offer therapy, 
while psychiatrists often have 
long waitlists. 

“Antidepressants and coun¬ 
selling or psychotherapy are 
the first line of treatment for 
depression," Puyat said. “But if 
the treatment preferred is pro¬ 
hibitive, (patients! rnay forgo 
treatment altogether, which 
could lead to the worsening of 
symptoms. 

Although those who can af¬ 
ford treatment can pay out-of- 
pocket to see a psychologist or 
therapist, financial constraints 
me Lin that lor BO to 93 per cent of 
patients with depression symp¬ 
toms, a family doctor remains 
the primary care provided.

Police warn 
against playing 
Pokemon Go 
while on move 

Police forces across Canada are 
warning of the risks involved in 
playing augmented reality games 
such as Pokemon Go as reports 
mount of people getting in jured 
or Landing in trouble as the;/ play 
the wildly popular game. 

The cellphone-based game 
sends players into the teal world 
to search for digital monsters 
knowm as Pokemon, who ap¬ 
pear on screen w r hen users bold 
up their iPhones or Android de¬ 
vices in various locations at vari¬ 
ous times. 

While not officially released 


in Canada yet, many residents 
have found workarounds to ac¬ 
cess the game that’s become a 
blockbuster hit since launching 
in the United States, Australia 
and New 7 Zealand last week. 

Police forces, however, are 
worried about the game luting 
people into potentially danger¬ 
ous siniations and are cautioning 
players to use their common 
sense. 

In Quebec City, polke said two 
■officers suffered minor injuries 
when a car they observed driv¬ 
ing strangely reversed into their 
cruiser in a parking lot. 

"The driver said T’m sorry. I 
was playing Pokemon Go,"' said 
Const. Nancy Roussel, who said 
police are calling on players to 
be aware of their surroundings. 

"Be careful, watch out, even if 
you are in a car, on your feet or 
on a bicycle, be careful and watch 


where you’re going, please.” 

Bvery time the Pokemon Go 
app is opened, a warning from 
game maker Niantic pops up, tell¬ 
ing players to be aware of their 
surroundings. Players must also 
agree to fine print saying they 
cannot enter private property 7 
without permission. 

There's also a disclaimer that 
says Niantic is not liable for any 
property 7 damage, injuries or 
deaths that result w r hile playing 

But despite the warnings, 
some people playing the game 
have w r andered into private 
yards, driveways, cemeteries and, 
in one US, case, even an off-limits 
police parking lot in search of the 


app’s cartoon monster 

Some police forces have also 
been employing the hashtag 
#DontCatchAndDrive as play¬ 
ers roam community streets. 

“Please do not look for 
#Pokemon while driving. If 
you've gotta catch 'em all, do 
so safely. #DontCatchAndDrive,” 
tweeted Edmonton police. 

Winnipeg police and Manitoba 
KCMP sent out similar missives, 
urging players to be responsible. 

South of the border, police 
in the UJi. have cautioned play¬ 
ers that trespassers could get 
arrested or worse, especially if 
they cross paths with an armed

NICE. FRANCE 

Truck ploughs 
through Bastille 
Day revellers, 
killing dozens 

A truck loaded with weapons 
and hand grenades drove onto 
a sidewalk for more than a mile, 
plowing through Bastille Day rev¬ 
ellers who'd gathered to watch 
fireworks in the French resort 
city of Nice late Thursday. At 
least 80 people were killed and 
50 wounded before polite killed 
the driver, authorities said, 

Nice prosecutor Jean-MIchel 
Fnetre described a horrific scene, 
with bodies strewn about along 
the roadway and Sylvie Joffin. a 
press officer with the local pre¬ 
fecture. said the truck ran over 


people on a ''long trip" down 
the sidewalk near Nice's Palais 
de hi Meditemmee, a building 
that fronts the beach. 

Wassim Bouhlel, a Nice native 
who spoke to the AP nearby, said 
that he saw a truck drive into 
the crowd. “There wais carnage 
on the road." he said, “bodies 
everywhere." 

He said the driver emerged 
with Et gun Eind started shooting. 

Nice regional president Eric 
Ciotti said on France Info radio 
that “it's a scene of honor" 
The Paris prosecutor's office 
opened an investigation for 
"murder, attempted murder in 
an organized group linked to a 
terrorist enterprise.” 

[mages being broadcast across 
French media showed revellers 
running for their lives down 
Nice's palm tree-lined ITomen- 


tide des Angle us. In what appeared 
to be evidence of a gun battle, 
photos showed a truck with at 
least half a dozen bullet holes 
punched through its windshield. 

It was not immediately clear 
who would have been behind an 
attack, but France has recently 
seen a spate of dramatic assaults 
from by jihadist groups, includ¬ 
ing the Daesh group that strad¬ 
dles Iraq and Syria. 

President Francois Hollande 
said in a televised statement that 
all of France was under an "Iskun- 
ist tennrist threat" and extended 
by three months Et shite of emer¬ 
gency that tuts been in place since 
the November attacks that killed 


130 in Paris was to end July 26. 
The decision needs parliament¬ 
ary approval. 

“The terrorist character (of 
the attack) cannot be denied," 
he said. 

Writing online. Nice Matin 
journalist Damien Allemand, 
who was at the waterside, said 
the fireworks dispkiy held fin¬ 
ished and the crowd had got 
up to leave when they heard a 
noise and cries. 

“A fraction of a second later, 
an enormous white truck came 
along at a crazy speed, turning 
the wheel to mow down the 
maximum number of people,* 
he said, the associated press

Fintechs are wooing miUcnnials

Firais trying 
to appeal to 
sense of social 
responsibility 

Several start-ups in the finan¬ 
cial technology setter have un¬ 
veiled products or services that 
atteinpt to court millennials 
by appealing to their sense of 
social responsibility. 

Online investment advis¬ 
er Wealths imple launched a 
socially responsible portfolio 


three months ago, and since 
then 10 per cent of the rabo- 
adviser's clients have signed up 
for that option, says founder 
and CEO Michael Katcben. 

Socially responsible in¬ 
vesting, or ethical investing, 
is the marriage of personal 
ethics with finance, and it's 
been growing in popularity in 
recent years, a trend believed 
to be fuelled pa rtly by the val¬ 
ues of millennial investors. 

According to a report re¬ 
leased last year by the Respon¬ 
sible Investment Association, 
more than S i trillion of assets 
in Canada were being managed 


using at least one responsible 
investing strategy as of Dec. 
31. 20 L 3. That 1 s up from S 600 
billion two years earlier, 

A global study released by 
research firm Nielsen hist year 
found that 73 per cent of the 
millennials it surveyed are will¬ 
ing to pay more for brands that 
are sustainable. 

“Socially responsible port¬ 
folios really try and avoid in¬ 
vesting in companies that don't 
have a good environmental, 
social or corporate governance 
record," says Isaac Schweigert, 
a portfolio manager and chief 
compliance officer at Moder¬ 


n Ad visor. The online invest¬ 
ment manager, or robo-adviser, 
launched this year and offers 
socially responsible portfolios. 

"We are based in Vancouver, 
which tends to be ahead of the 
curve on a lot of the socially re 
sponsible and ethical investing, 
and just social causes in gen¬ 
eral, so we wanted to be at 
the forefront of that on the in¬ 
vesting side," Schweigert says. 

One of the challenges with 
offering ethical investing op¬ 
tions is that everyone's defin¬ 
ition of an ethical investment 
is different, says Kate hen.

Google said Thursday that 
the Unicode Consortium, 
which controls emoji stan¬ 
dards, has agreed to add 11 
new emojis in response to Goo¬ 
gle 's proposal in May to create 
a set of emojis “with a goal 
of highlighting the diversity 
of women's careers and em¬ 


powering girls everywhere." 

Among the new emoji char¬ 
acters is a doctor, a scientist, 
a farmer and a welder. The 
characters are available in male 
Forms as well and can be cus¬ 
tomized for skin tone. 

Google's original proposal 
said women — and those under 
30 in particular — are the most 
frequent users of emojis. 

The new emojis could be 


available on smartphones be¬ 
fore the end of the year. 

“We hope these updates help 
make emoji just a little more 


representative of the millions 
of people around the world 
who use them," Google said.

THE POWER PLANT OF THE FUTURE 



Swiss scientists at the Laboratory of Nanoscale Biology have designed the teeny-tiniest 
power plant ever. They published their experiment this week in the journal Nature, They 
harnessed osmosis — the natural movement of molecules from high concentration to low 
concentration across a membrane — to generate electricity. 


HOW IT WORKS 

The scientists built a tiny device with 
two fluid-filled compel it me nts, one with 
a high concentration of a dissolved salt 
and the other with a low concentration. 
The fluids are separated by a membrane 
just three atoms thick made of a 
compound called molybdenum disulfide. 

t. The membrane has a tiny hole called 
a nanopore, just big enough for the 
salt ions to passthrough. The pore is 
negatively charged. 

2. The positive salt ions pass through 
the pore, moving from the high 
concentration compartment to the low 
one. The pore repels negative ions. 

3. So, negative charges build up on one 
side of the device and positive charges 
on the other. That movement of charges 
is electricity! Researchers said the 
resulting electric power was enough to 
run a tiny transistor. 


THE POTENTIAL 

In real life, freshwater comes in contact with 
saltwater everyday in estuaries, where rivers 
meet oceans. If giant membranes could be 
installed at the juncture, capturing the osmotic 
power of salt moving from high concentration 
to low concentration, the result couic be a 
reliable source of renewable energy. Unlike the 
wind (doesn't always blow) or the sun (doesn't 
always shine) the ocean is always there.

CITIZEN SCIENTIST by Gonna Buck 

Is hate part of human nature? 



Everyone is a little bit racist, 
ft 's scientifically proven, right? 
— D. B., Winnipeg 

Yes, the evidence suggests most 
people, at least unconsciously, 
have a not-So-nice view of mar¬ 
ginalized groups like African- 
Arnericansand gay pecple. Social 
scientists call this implicit bias, 
and there's significant contro¬ 
versy over how it% measured. 

A popular wary to measure bias, 
including racism, is art implicit 
association test (I AT). It's a com¬ 
puter game that works something 


li ke this: You sor t images (of black 
or white people) and words (like 
"‘great''' or "horrible") into two 
categories, “ B lack/U n pleasant" 
and "White/Pleasant." Then the 
categories switch to^Black/iPleas- 
ant" and '"White/Unpleasant." 

If you're faster at sorting when 
black is paired with unpleasant, 
the program gauges it's more 
automatic for you to think that 
way. Therefore, you have a higher 
degree of implicit bias against 
black people. In a popular I AT 
availab e online from Harvard, 
70 per cent of participants are 


biased against black people. 

Though it's been used for dec¬ 
ades, many experts question if 
the I AT is valid (if it really meas¬ 
ures what it's supposed to) and re¬ 
liable (if its results are consistent). 

I tried a little reliability lest of 
my own. I did the Harvard IAT 
online. It found I have "moder¬ 
ate" preference for while people 
over black. Two hours later, I tr ied 
again, throwing! rn a confounding 
factor: blasting an upbeat song. 
Only "slightly'''' racist this time. 

I'm skeptical of IAT, and not be¬ 
cause it called me racist (i live in 


this racist culture of ours after al I). 
I have a hunch that it's used not 
because it's the best metric, but 
because i t's straightforward and 
cheap. Naturally, it's b gross over¬ 
simplification oF racism: a messy, 
centuries-old phenomenon, 

For studying complicated 
stuff, nothing beats long-term 
qualitative research like in-depth 
interviews and anthropological 
studies. It's expensive, but it's 
irreplaceable.

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made together, Bridesmaids, as 
a "religious moment." She was 
less sure, 

“The whole ride home from 
the audition. 1 ' she says, “1 was 
thinking, 'f got too weird. 
Should I turn the car around 
and do that cheesy actor thing 
of I can do it better! Give me 
another shot!' 1 " 

The director cast her in the 
scene-stealing role of Megan — 
imagine a fend, female Guy Fieri 
— and it was her flashpoint. 

Her wonderfully weird per¬ 
formance, complete with sexual 
hijinks and an explosive bout 
of diarrhea —“It’s coming out 


of me like lava!" — stole the 
show out from under other, 
better-known stats like Kristen 
Wiig — and earned her an Oscar 
nomination. 

Next up for the dynamic duo 
was The Heat, an odd couple, 
buddy cop movie set in Boston 


co-starring Sandra Bullock. 

McCarthy plays a tough-talk¬ 
ing street cop who forms an un¬ 
likely alliance with the uptight 
Sandra Bullock to bring down a 
murderous drug dealer. 

The role rifted on McCarthy's 
signature character, the aggres¬ 


sive but damaged comedic per¬ 
sona. 

“I've played a lot of characters 
who are very vocal, very aggres¬ 
sive.'’ she told me in 2014. 

“For the women 3 Ye played 
there is a reason why they are 
so ballsy and it is nice when you 
see the crack in the veneer and 
you realize, Tt H s part of their 
insecurity. They slay loud so 
nobody yells at them.'" 

In Spy, McCarthy reined it in 
and left behind the aggressive 
but damaged comedic persona 
she'd cultivated in films like 
Identity Thief, The Heat and 
Tammy. 


Feig knows when to let Mc¬ 
Carthy off t be leash — there are 
some wild slapstick scenes here 
— but he also knows when to 
pull her back and let the script 
do the work. 

This week McCarthy head¬ 
lines Feig's all-female Ghostbust¬ 
ers reboot alongside Bridesmaids 
co-star Kristen Wiig. 

Will that be their final col¬ 
laboration? Don’t count on it. 

Feig ss reportedly writing a 
Spy sequel as we speak.

Like most kids of the 19S0s, 
Ghostbusters played on a near 
constant loop in screenwriter 
Katie Dippold's home, for one 
Halloween, her mother even 
made a Slinier costume — not 
for the children, for herself. 

'It's actually pretty good," 
Dippold, 36. said, wondering 
aloud if s he was too young to 
be watching so many scary mov¬ 
ies. "It may be why Vm a neur¬ 
otic writer." 

At the very least, it estab¬ 
lished a lifetime affinity for the 
spooky, which she got to meld 
with her co medic sensibilities 
when haul Feig asked her to 
write Ghos tbusters, out Friday. 

“There was a moment when 
they were making the final 
deais and l remember thinking, 
would it be the worst thing if 
it fell apart? Is this going to 
be tot) much?"’ Dippold said. 
"It still hasn't really hit me." 

She’d cut her teeth writing 
for MADtv and Parks and Re- 
creEition before making a big 
screen splash with the original 
comedy The Heat, which Feig 
directed with Melissa McCarthy 
and Sandra Bullock starring. 

Costing only £43 million to 
make, The Heat grossed £229.9 


million globally in 2013. If s the 
kind of success that can secure 
a screenwriter a place at the 
table when a studio wants to 
pour £150 million into resur¬ 
recting a dormant franchise 
with a new cast. 

“She’s very specific. She 
doesn’t write typical jokes," 
Kristen Wiig said. 

" In real life she's just a funny, 
nice, easy going person. That 
shines through in her writing," 
Next up is a mo ther'daughter 
road trip comedy -with Amy 
Schumer and Goldie Hawn. It's 
currently shooting in Hawaii 
and set for release in May 2017. 

As she waits to see how the 


public receives Ghostbusters, 
she's looking forward to a little 
break. She's cautiously opti¬ 
mistic about the idea for a se¬ 
quel, too. which has been left 
open-ended. 

“I’m envious of the origin¬ 
al Ghostbusters For it billion 
reasons, but one being what 
that; must have been like not 
knowing what it was going to 
be. There was no pressure, no 
bar. They were just making a 
entzv movie where they were 
fighting ghosts and having a 
good time. It made me really 
anxious to create something 
completely new," she said.

Ghostbusters is the first Lid- 
venture led by women from 
the field of science and tech¬ 
nology. 1 asked astrophysicist 
Rachel Ward-Maxwell from 
the Ontario Science Centre 
and creative technologist Alex 
Leitch, co-founder of Site 3 
co Laboratory, to attend a 
screening. They loved it. 

Leitch: I loved the original 
Ghostbusters. It was great, 
As an adult? It’s not the 
movie that it was when 1 
was a kid. This movie is the 
movie I really wanted it 
to be. It means a lot to see 
yourself represented on¬ 
screen. The way that every¬ 
body related to each other 
really reminds me strongly 
of my circle of friends from 
the MakerSpate scene. 

Ward-Maxwell: Having 
films where you see women 
in science, in particular in 
this film it team of women 
scientists, and it's empha¬ 
sized quite often in the film 
that they are scientists and 
they believe in the scientific 
method. 

It's like watching a super 
hero movie, like The Aven¬ 
gers. but it is a woman, who 
is a scientist, who is rescu¬ 
ing another woman, who is 
also a scientist. It’s just so.., 
mind-boggling, 1 hope it be¬ 
comes the norm. 

Leitch: I tried to buy the 
glasses that Kate McKinnon 
wears throughout the movie 
last summer, because I weld 
things and they are delight¬ 
ful, 1 really associate strong¬ 
ly with the characters who 
run towards danger and 
run towards trouble and 
machines. In my previous 
career I have definitely built 
crazy-light beam weapons 
that are incredibly danger¬ 
ous (laughs). 

Ward-Maxwell: I could 
really relate to Kristen's 


character. At the beginning, 
she's working towards her 
tenure at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, she's a theoretical 
physicist, she's practicing 
her lecture in an empty 
classroom, trying to present 
herself in a way that is au¬ 
thoritative to her students. 

I do have some experience 
working with super com¬ 
puters, which are cool, and 
also some pretty powerful 
telescopes. 

Lellcli: I really believe that 
this movie, at the very 
least, will give us a brand 
new crop of amazing M ak¬ 
ers who are women and 
friendly to women, both of 
which really matter a lot. I 
am optimistic it will get us 


an amazing generation of 
engineers. 

Ward-Maxwell: 1 definitely 
think we're going to see lots 
of young girls dressing up 
like Ghostbusters, which is 
about time. I think it's go¬ 
ing to be awesome, 1 think 
it can be Very aspirational,

Filmmaker 
finds himself 
affected as he 
directs Equals 

Filmmaker Drake Doremus 
had a harrowing child hood 
experience in the back of his 
mind as he directed Kristen 
Stewart and Nicholas Hoult 
in Equals, out Friday. 

The story of a futuristic 
society in which human emo¬ 
tion is considered harmful 
reminded him of the pre¬ 
scription drugs that robbed 
him of some of his feelings 
growing up. 

“1 was diagnosed with 
ADHD at a very young age 
and went on Ritalin and Dexe- 
drine and all that crap, and I 
think maybe in a way. this is 
sort of my backlash against 
that. In a sense." he says. 

"1 definitely feel frustrated 
by essentially growing up tak¬ 
ing speed for a large portion 
of my young life. 

“It's kind of insane. It 
seems kind of ridiculous. L 
would never do that to my 
kids. God bless my parents, 
they were doing what they 
thought was best.* 

Hut it was a subconscious 
awareness he had while mak¬ 
ing the film, he adds. 

“It wasn't like, L Oh, 3 have 
a statement to make." I'm 
not a political filmmaker 
and [ don't necessarily have 
an agenda in that sense, but 
yeah, 3 definitely feel Jike 1 
can relate to what that feels 
like and how upsetting that 
is. h 

tiquals features a society in 


which human emotion has 
been seemingly eradicated 
genetically. 

Those who display feelings 
are diagnosed with Switched 
on Syndrome and are con¬ 
sidered a danger. If they en¬ 
gage in “coupling activities," 
they're sent to a treatment 
facility. 

Stewart and Boult’s char¬ 
acters find themselves facing 
that fate as they begin to de¬ 
velop feelings for each other 

Though the story is set in 
the future, it relates to to¬ 


day's world in which rela¬ 
tionships often unfold in a 
disconnected manner online, 
says Doremus. 

“it is a reflection of human 
beings today, very much so. 


in an age of Internet dating," 
says the native of Grange 
County. Calif., whose other 
films include Like Crazy. 

"There really is such a lack 
of organic human connec¬ 


tion. It's scary to think of 
10, 15 years from now, the 
algorithms and the devices 
that will bring us together." 

Doremus held workshops 
with the cast a week before 
shooting in Tokyo. 

The goal was to try to 
strip down their emotions 
and “everything we’ve been 
raised with." 

“We started doing exer¬ 
cises where, for hours, they 
couldn't feel anything and 
they had to have conversa¬ 
tions — or not talk Eit all," 


he says. 

“Then we did really cool 
truth exercises where every¬ 
thing was just the exact op¬ 
posite and it was so honest 
and there were no barriers.’* 

Doremus shot as much 
of the story r in order as pos¬ 
sible so that the stars couldn't 
touch each other until their 
characters actually did so. 

In some scenes, he let the 
cameras linger on the two 
for a while as their charac¬ 
ters discover how it feels to 
touch another human for the 
first time. 

“Those are the beautiful 
moments and they're both 
so wonderful that for me. it 
was easy to just linger and 
not interrupt,’ 1 says Doremus. 

“We would do 20-, 
25-minute takes where some¬ 
times they wouldn't even say 
anything and they would just 
get lost and forget where they 
are, and then I’d come in and 
tweak something or guide 
something or play a piece 
of music." 

Stewart and Hoult are 
among the most in-demand 
actors of today, hut “neither 
of them are very Hollywood 
at all," says Doremus. 

“They’re both just awe¬ 
some, cool people* so it's 
funny to think about that..., 
'They're so talented and 
th ere's just not that many 
actors working today in their 
mid-20s that have value and 
that are doing things for the 
right reasons, and both of 
them really are. 

“They really care about the 
work and they care about the

Networks lose ground in Emmy nods 


NOMINATIONS 

New platforms 
continue 
to produce 
winning shows

Power-and-bLood fantasy saga 
Came of Thrones ruled the 
Lmmy Award nominations 
Thursday with a leading 23 
bids, including best drama, 
while a real-life epic of mur¬ 
der and celebrity. The People 
v. O.J. Simpson, was close be¬ 
hind with 22 nods. 

Game of Thrones, which 
won a record 12 Emnrys last 
fall including best drama, gets 
the chance to claim its second 
top award. Veep, last year's 
best comedy series winner, 
also will get another shot at 
holding office and. with 17 
nominations, was the com¬ 
edy leader. 

Breakthrough nominations 
include a best comedy series 
nod for sophomore blaek-ish, 
which brought the African- 
American family sitcom back 
to network TV, with bids as 
well for its stars, Anthony 
Anderson — who helped an¬ 
nounce the awards live on 
Thursdav and read his show’s 
name with glee — and his co- 
star Trace? Ellis Ross. 

“I’m on cloud nine right 
now," Anderson said after¬ 
ward. “When hope becomes 
reality 1 , that's what it is, I was 
just a nine-year-old kid grow¬ 
ing up in Compton, Califor¬ 
nia, with a dream and this is 
the dream that I had* 

They were among a num¬ 
ber of b Lack actors recognized 
by TV academy voters, who 
have started to keep pace with 
TV's growing diversity — in 
sharp contrast to moviedom's 


Academy Awards, which were 
slammed as “Oscars So White” 
this year. 

Viola Davis, the How to 
Gel Away with Murder star 
who Last year became the first 
woman of colour to win a 
best drama actress trophy, 
was nominated again. So was 
Empire star Taraji P. Henson. 

Each of the major acting 
categories included at lettst 
one minority nominee. 

But there were no major 


nods for the stars of fresh 
Off the Boat or other Asian- 
American actors, or for lat¬ 
inos, which has been a recur¬ 
rent Emmy pattern. 

Networks have reason for 
concern as well, in the in¬ 
creasingly crowded TV uni¬ 
verse, traditional broadcasts 
again lost Emmy ground to 
emerging platforms, includ¬ 
ing streaming services ISecflix 
and Amazon, both of which 
boosted their tallies. 

Game of Thrones and Mr. 
Robot will compete with 
Better Call Saul, Homeland. 
House of Cards, The Amer¬ 
icans and Down ton Abbey, 
the last a nod for its farewell 
season. But the final season 
of The Good Wife was not 
recognized, and star Julianna 
Margulies also was snubbed. 

Tor Stephen Colbert, it 
was the inaugural season of 
his CBS Late-night show that 
was overlooked, while net¬ 
work colleague James Corden 
earned a best variety talk ser¬ 
ies bid for his Late Late Show, 

Aziz Ansari received a lead 
comedy acting bid for his ser¬ 
ies Master of None, a first for 
an Indian-American actor, and 
the show received a best com¬ 
edy series nomination. Rami 
Malek, of Egyptian descent, 
earned a top drama acting 
nod for his role as a renegade 
hacker in another freshman, 
Mr, Robot, which also will 
compete for drama honours. 


The Americans, which 
gained in attention last sea¬ 
son, also earned bids for its 
stars, Keri Russell and Mat¬ 
thew Rhys. 

Besides Russell, Davis and 
Henson, lead drama actress 
bids went to Claire Danes for 
Homeland and Tatiana Mas- 
lany for Orphan Black. 

Malek and Rhys will be 
competing with Kevin Spaeey 
for House of Cards, Kyle 
Chandler for Bloodline, Bob 
Odenkirk for Better Call Saul 
and Liev Schreiber for Kay 
Donovan. 

The ensemble cast of Game 
of Thrones found leading 
bids elusive. Peter Dinklage, 
named last year's best sup¬ 
porting actor, will defend 
his title, with a nod also go¬ 
ing to Kit Harington, who 
plays fan favourite jon Snow, 
Emilia Clarke. Lena Headey 
and Ma i si e Williams earned 
supporting actress bids in a 
year that the show’s female 
characters gained the upper 
hand. 

On the comedy side. Veep, 
blaek-ish and Master of None 
will tussle for the trophy 
with five-time champ Mod¬ 
em Family, 'Transparent. Sili¬ 
con Valley and Unbreakable 
Kim my Schmidt. 

A top acting nod for Veep 
star Jutia Louis-Dreyfus, who 
plays a U.S.. vice-president 
now elevated to the Oval Of¬ 
fice, gives her the chance to
